The  13  7th  annual  Commencement 
ceremony  was  filled  with  excitement  and 
emotion  as  Lasell  College  awarded  its  first 
bachelor's  degrees  in  five  academic 
programs  to  40  women.  Associate  degrees 
also  were  presented  to  112  students, 
many  of  whom  will  return  to  Lasell  in  the 
fall  to  work  toward  a  baccalaureate 
degree.  An  overflowing  and  enthusiastic 
crowd  of  family,  friends,  faculty,  and  staff 
joined  all  of  the  new  graduates  in  the 
celebration. 

The  ceremony  contained  a  few  sur- 
prises as  well,  as  Ruth  Turner  Crosby  '42, 
outgoing  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  was  presented  with  an  honorary 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.  It  is  during  her 
tenure  that  Lasell  became  a  four-year 
institution.  In  addition,  Kyo  Yamawaki, 
a  celebrated  author  of  children's  books  in 
fapan,  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor- 
ate of  Humane  Letters.  Mrs.  Yamawaki  is 
associated  with  Yamawaki  Gauken 
J&igiQr..Co.Ugge,  Lasell's  sister  school  in 
fapan. 

It  was  President  de  Witt's  turn  to  be 
surprised  when  the  administration  of  the 
College  paid  tribute  to  him  with  a  Medal 
of  Honor,  which  reads,  "Passing  the  torch 
through  education.  Awarded  to  Thomas 
E.  f.  de  Witt  for  bringing  distinction  to 
Lasell  College. "  The  special  award  was 
designed  by  faculty  member  Andre  van  de 
Putte  and  celebrates  Lasell's  four-year 
status.

Ms.  Clapprood,  a 
former  state  representative  and  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  Lieutenant  Governor 
of  Massachusetts,  is  a  graduate  of 
Stonehill  College  and  is  a  law  student  at 
Boston  University. 

Following  are  excerpts  from  her 
address: 

I  am  happy  to  have  the  opportunity  to 
validate  the  importance  of  your  accomplish- 
ment today.  You  have  not  just  earned  the 
right  to  call  yourself  a  graduate,  but 
whether  that  degree  is  an  associate's  degree 
or  a  bachelor's  degree,  you  can  look  back 
over  the  years  of  sacrifice  and  say,  "Yes,  it 
was  worth  it."  I  know,  because  I  took  the 
non-traditional  route.  I  interrupted  my 
higher  education  to  marry  and  have  a 
family.  It  has  made  those  pieces  of  parch- 
ment mean  so  much  more. 

It  means  a  lot  to  share  this  special  occa- 
sion with  a  group  of  graduates  who  epito- 
mize the  very  best  and  brightest  our  coun- 
try has  to  offer.  A  group  who  will  enrich 
the  constituency  that  I  consider  to  be  the 
most  potentially  powerful  and  discerning 
52  percent  of  the  voting  electorate — 
women.  Do  not  forget  the  power  and 
responsibility  that  brings. 

I  am  here  to  tell  you  one  important  thing. 
Cherish  your  education.  It  is  not  only  the 
most  important  tool  you  will  give  yourself 
in  terms  of  planning  for  the  future,  it  is  the 
most  valuable  gift  you  can  give  yourself  in 
life.  It  is  not  just  a  passport  to  better  oppor- 
tunities within  the  working  sector,  it  is 
literally  just  one  step  in  a  life-long  process 
of  accumulating  information,  dissecting  it, 
challenging  it,  and  writing  your  own 
thoughts  into  it.  Use  that  information  for 
what  it  is — power.  Power  to  understand  the 
world  around  you  and,  hopefully,  to  help 
shape  and  craft  change  that  will  better  this 
world  for  you,  for  me,  and  for  those  we 
care  about. 

Let  me  tell  you  about  my  daughter,  a 
college  sophomore  who  has  had  a  much 
different  life  than  I  had.  She  has  been  raised 
to  believe,  God  bless  her,  that  she  can  be 
whatever  she  chooses  to  be;  that  she  has  no 
restrictions  placed  upon  her,  simply  based 
on  her  gender.  She  once  asked  me,  "Mom, 


why  do  you  belong  to  the  National  Organi- 
zation for  Women?  There's  no  National 
Organization  for  Men."  And  so  it  fell  upon 
me  to  tell  her  one  of  the  awful  truths  in  this 
world.  I  said,  "Oh  honey,  you're  wrong. 
There  is  a  National  Organization  for  Men, 
only  it's  called  the  United  States  Congress." 

She  gave  little  thought  to  the  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  march  concerning  a  woman's 
right  to  choose,  because  she  assumed, 
wrongly  so,  that  the  right  would  always  be 
protected.  She  was  shocked  to  learn  that 
when  I  was  her  age,  just  22  years  ago,  I 
could  not  get  birth  control  before  my 
wedding  day  because  single  women  were 
legally  prohibited  from  buying  it.  When  I 
came  back  to  the  doctor's  office  after  my 
marriage,  he  handed  me  a  permission  slip 
and  said,  "Have  your  husband  fill  this  out 
and  sign  it,  then  you  can  get  a  prescrip- 
tion." I  was  shocked.

But  I  guess  it's  the  same  for  every  gen- 
eration. My  mother  still  speaks  with  great 
passion  about  the  days  she  can  remember, 
when  only  white  male  landowners  could 
vote.  She  remembers  newspapers  calling 
Susan  B.  Anthony  and  others  "radical 
women  dangerous  in  their  feminine  think- 
ing." She  remembers  when  the  color  of 
your  skin  determined  whether  or  not  you 
got  the  job  or  a  place  to  live,  let  alone 
winning  the  right  to  vote  and  run  for 
office.  Some  can  tell  you  that  the  color  of 
your  skin  still  matters,  when  you're  looking 
for  a  job  or  for  justice  in  front  of  a  jury. 

She  reminds  me  that  when  my  grandfa- 
ther came  to  this  great  country  from 
Ireland,  he  saw  signs  in  the  windows  of 
business  establishments  in  Boston  that  said 
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"No  Irish  Need  Apply."  As  much  as  we 
can  celebrate  progress  made  in  human 
rights,  so  much  more  needs  to  be 
done.  Especially  for  and  by  women. 

As  you  enter  the  workplace,  remem- 
ber that  up  until  last  year,  women  with 
equal  experience  and  education  earned 
only  65  cents  to  the  dollar  of  their  male 
counterparts.  During  the  last  ten  years, 
the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Labor  was  happy  to  tell  you  that  we 
now  earn  69  cents  to  the  dollar.  It 
seems  to  me  that  we  need  to  do  better 
than  four  cents  ever)'  ten  years.... 

If  you're  like  millions  of  young 
women,  you  aspire  to  have  a  family

and  a  career  as  well.  The  going  will  be 
tough.  I  remember  two  things  happening 
during  my  second  year  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts.  I  ran  for  Student  Senate  and 
I  got  engaged.  My  politically  active  friends 
were  outraged  that  I  had  "abandoned  the 
sisterhood,  sold  out,  and  was  actually  going 
to  do  the  marriage  thing.''  My  sorority

sisters,  a  bit  more  traditional,  wanted  me  to 
"forget  those  silly  political  things  like 
saving  trees,  ending  the  war,  and  running 
for  office.  Settle  down,  have  a  family,  and 
play  cards  at  the  suburban  ladies  league."  I 
had  this  belief,  apparently  outrageous,  that 
I  could  do  both.  No  way,  I  was  told. 

More  than  a  decade  of  divisiveness 
continued  among  lots  of  women  over  these 
supposedly  conflicting  goals.  I  believe  we 
have  come  to  the  time  when  we  appreciate 
that  choice  is  what's  important.  Choosing  a 
family  or  full-time  parenting,  for  men  or 
women,  doesn't  mean  that  the  left  half  of

between  your  ears.  Bringing  up  children, 
nurturing,  loving,  and  protecting  them  is 
the  most  important,  difficult,  challenging, 
and  rewarding  full-time  job  any  man  or 
woman  can  embrace. 

But  working  in  the  public  or  private 
sector,  being  involved  in  the  world  around 
you,  is  equally  challenging  and  rewarding. 
Those  who  choose  to  work  AND  raise  a 
family  should  not  be  made  to  feel  they  are 
selfish,  self-centered,  or  less  concerned  for 
their  child's  welfare.  More  than  65  percent 
of  mothers  today  work  because  they  have 
to,  one  paycheck  just  doesn't  do  it. 

Conditions  in  the  workplace  should 
reflect  the  majority  of  workers  who  are 
parents.  Day  care  for  our  precious  children 
is  not  just  a  women's  issue,  it  is  a  family

issue.  But  the  consequences  of  the  service 
not  being  available  or  affordable  is  almost 
exclusively  a  woman's  problem. 

.  .  .  Regardless  of  which  side  you  came 
down  on  during  the  Anita  Hill/Clarence 
Thomas  hearings,  you  should  remember 
that  the  charges  of  harassment  themselves 
were  taken  so  lightly  by  the  Senate  Judi- 
ciary Committee  that  no  hearing  was 
originally  scheduled.  Had  it  not  been  for  a 
leak  to  the  press,  we  would  never  have  had 
a  public  debate  on  the  issue.  .  .  . 

You  may  be  thinking,  "Well,  these  are 
problems,  but  I've  got  my  own  now.  I've 
gotJogeta  job,  pay  rent.  Don't  ask  me  t<; 
be  responsible  for  the  world."  To  that,  my 
response  has  to  be  the  same  words  that 
Robert  Kennedy  spoke  during  the  civil 
rights  fight — one  that  was  precipitated  by 
the  same  kind  of  tragic  violence  we  saw  in 
Los  Angeles — "If  not  now,  then  when?  If 
not  you,  then  who?" 

If  that  job  you  get  pays  only  two  thirds  of 
what  your  male  counterpart  gets,  you'll 
care.  If  you  can't  get  credit  to  buy  that  car, 
you'll  care.  Who  will  speak  for  the  victims 
of  domestic  violence  that  takes  the  life  of  a 
woman  in  Massachusetts  every  nine  days,  if 
not  you  and  I?  Who  will  question  why  we 
have  $870  billion  to  spend  on  the  Savings 
and  Loan  scandal,  but  no  money  for  Head 
Start  programs  to  educate  inner  city  youth, 
if  not  you  and  I?  Who  will  speak  for  the 
senior  citizens  living  in  poverty  and  driven 
from  nursing  homes  because  of  cutbacks,  if 
not  you  and  I? 

I  happen  to  believe  that  the  world  would 
be  a  better  place,  and  it  begins  with  you,  if 
more  women  were  celebrated  for  following 
the  paths  of  their  individual  souls,  regard- 
less of  whether  those  paths  are  as  tradi- 
tional as  your  grandmothers'  or  as  unique 
as  Golda  Meir's.  Men  should  be  celebrated 
for  following  their  souls  as  well,  if  those 
paths  lead  them  to  become  nurses,  teach- 
ers, nurturers,  or  to  stay  home  and  take 
care  of  the  children. 

Regardless  of  which  path  you  choose,  we 
all  have  an  obligation  to  try  to  make  a 
difference,  right  the  wrongs,  and  correct 
the  injustices  around  us  in  a  political  way.  I 
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mean  politics  with  a  small  "p."  You  don't 
have  to  run  for  office  to  help  change 
things.  And  you  don't  have  to  attempt  to 
change  the  whole  world,  just  your  small 
piece  of  it.  In  that  way,  together,  our  patch- 
work of  changes  will  drastically  change  the 
landscape  for  us  and  our  children. 

...  It  can  be  done.  You  will  each  have, 
at  some  time,  not  just  the  opportunity,  but 
with  your  education,  the  tools  to  make  a 
difference.  My  mother  used  to  say  that 
every  good  act  is  like  a  mosaic  tile.  When 
we  lay  them  end  to  end,  the  small  acts  of 
individuals  become  a  real  work  of  art  for 
our  whole  community.  We  create  a  unique 
masterpiece  that  is  multi-colored,  multi-

Library  Benefits  from  Alumnae  Volunteers 


When  Ruth  Fulton  Rardin  '40  and 
Jean  Michael  Petersen  '39  began 
volunteer  work  in  the  Brennan  Library  in 
1985,  neither  one  expected  to  still  be  at  it 
in  1992.  But  what  began  as  a  temporary 
project,  turned  into  another,  and  yet 
another.  Today,  the  library  staff  finds  the 
women  indispensable. 

These  two  loyal  alumnae  volunteers  have 
worked  once  a  week  for  the  past  seven 
years  helping  to  bar  code  the  library's 
extensive  collection  and  to  place  security 
strips  in  the  binding  of  every  book.  These 
days,  they  can  be  found  hard  at  work  in  the 
College's  archives  sorting  through  and 
recording  scrapbooks,  mementos,  and 
photos.  According  to  Allyson  Gray,  director 
of  the  library,  "We  really  appreciate  the 
dedication  and  help  of  these  two  alumnae. 
Their  assistance  and  willingness  to  do  any 
project  is  invaluable  to  us." 

"We  enjoy  the  work  and  it's  always  fun 
to  be  part  of  things  at  Lasell.  We  take  great 
satisfaction  in  knowing  we're  helping  our 
school,"  Mrs.  Rardin  says.  "Lasell  means  a 
lot  to  both  of  us,  it's  like  a  second  family." 

Both  women  have  a  deep  connection  to 
the  College  and  remember  fondly  their 
days  as  students.  Each  came  to  Lasell  to 
study  in  the  home  economics  field  for 
positions  as  dieticians  and  both  stayed  on  a 
year  after  graduation  to  work  with  the 
school  dietician.  This  position  was  ad- 
vanced preparation  for  their  careers  and 


allowed  them  to  assist  with  menu  planning 
and  cooking,  as  well  as  supervising  the 
dining  room  and  the  waitresses.  Mrs. 
Rardin  essentially  began  her  career  at  Lasell 
working  at  the  snack  bar  in  the  Barn  and  in 
the  Bragdon  Hall  dining  room,  while  Mrs. 
Petersen  worked  as  a  dessert  cook  at  a 
Cape  Cod  restaurant. 

In  addition  to  raising  families  (Mrs. 
Rardin' s  daughter,  Cindy  Rardin  Crawford, 
is  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1968),  both 
women  have  done  volunteer  work 
throughout  the  years  at  their  church  or 
PTA.  Returning  to  Lasell  to  work  in  the 
library  seemed  natural  to  the  two  friends.  It 


seemed  only  natural  to  us  to  publicly  thank 
them  for  their  hard  work  and  commitment 
to  Lasell.

The  Archives:  Lasell's  Storage  of  Memories

Traditionally,  the  archives  of  an  institu- 
tion constitute  its  memory.  These  "places 
of  memory"  should  be  cherished  as  the 
resources  which  link  the  past  with  the 
present — and  to  the  future. 

Lasell's  archives,  affectionately  called  the 
Memorabilia  Room,  were  established  in  the 
1970s,  bringing  together  from  attics, 
basements,  and  remote  closets  all  over 
campus,  documents,  pictures,  books,  and 
other  objects  to  the  room  in  the  Brennan 
Library.  The  organization  of  hundreds  of 
items — made  possible  by  volunteer  help — 
has  continued  for  nearly  two  decades,  and 
maintenance  and  upkeep  are  the  order  of 
business  these  days. 

One  of  the  largest  parts  of  the  archival 
collection  are  the  photographs  covering 
more  than  100  years  of  the  College's  life. 
These  photos  are  invaluable  to  Lasell  and  to 
the  town  of  Auburndale.  In  addition, 
former  faculty  members  and  presidents 
have  left  letters  and  other  documents  that 
tell  of  the  rich  history  of  this  area. 

As  such,  Lasell's  archives  are  of  real  value 
to  a  wider  world  than  the  College  commu- 
nity. Researchers,  scholars,  and  friends 
throughout  the  country  often  write  or  call 
for  information  on  a  variety  of  things.  Past 
requests  are  numerous  and  have  included 
the  history  of  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike 
(which  involved  use  of  some  gravel  from 


the  Esker),  the  work  of  world-renowned 
artist  Elizabeth  Gardner  Bouguereau,  who 
graduated  from  Lasell  Seminary  in  1856,  or 
information  on  a  specific  alumna  from  an 
interested  relation. 

Lasell's  relationship  to  other  academic 
institutions  contributes  to  the  value  of  the 
memorabilia  it  possesses.  Three  schools 
were  the  offspring  of  Lasell:  Mount  Ida, 
Chamberlayne,  and  National  Park  Semi- 
nary. The  first  two  are  now  one  and  the 
same,  and  the  third  is  no  longer  in  exist- 
ence. Lasell  also  has  a  relationship  to 
Williams  College,  as  our  founder  Edward 
Lasell  was  once  a  professor  of  chemistry 
there. 

The  basic  material  of  the  archives  con- 
sists of  the  College's  publications,  espe- 
cially catalogues,  yearbooks,  student  and 
alumnae  publications,  programs,  posters, 
and  the  like.  But  there  is  much  more  in  the 
way  of  documents,  films,  photographs, 
awards,  pins,  dishes,  banners,  and  so  on,  to 
be  collected.  The  College  is  grateful  to 
many  individual  alumnae  who  have  con- 
tributed to  the  collection  by  giving  books, 
scrapbooks,  and  diplomas.

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Athletic  Field  to  Be  Named  in  Honor  of  Heritage  Society  Member 


Dorothy  Hagadorn  Taylor  '25 


Lasell  is  just  one  of  the  loves  of  Dorothy 
Hagadorn  Taylor's  life  -  another  is 
sports.  The  two  will  be  brought  together 
this  fall  permanently  when  the  athletic  field 
behind  the  Jessie  S.  Brennan  Library  will  be 
named  in  her  honor  to  commemorate  her 
bequest  intention. 

Mrs.  Taylor's  devotion  to  Lasell,  from 
which  she  graduated  in  1925,  led  her  to 
the  decision  to  leave  a  substantial  portion 
of  her  estate  to  the  College  in  order  to 
benefit  future  students.  "This  gal  who  loves 
Lasell  so  much,  wants  Lasell  to  be  a  BIG 
success  as  a  college,"  she  says.  "It  means  so 
much  to  me."  Her  gift  by  bequest  has 
enabled  Mrs.  Taylor  to  provide  for  her 
beloved  Lasell  in  a  way  which  otherwise 
would  not  be  possible  during  her  lifetime. 

By  stating  her  intention,  she  became  a 
charter  member  of  the  Heritage  Society,  an 
association  which  honors  those  alumnae 
and  friends  who  have  demonstrated  their 


commitment  to  women's  education  by 
remembering  Lasell  in  their  estate  plans. 

Mrs.  Taylor,  who  was  married  for  33  years 
to  Everett  Taylor  until  his  death  in  1979, 
recalls  warmly  her  Lasell  days  and  her 
participation  in  a  variety  of  sports  including 
baseball,  which  she  played  on  the  ath- 
letic field,  as  well  as  hockey  and  crew. 

Throughout  Mrs.  Taylor's  adult  life,  Lasell 
has  been  a  constant.  She  attended  Lasell 
Club  gatherings  and  reunions,  including  her 
65th  in  1990,  when  she  danced  until  mid- 
night at  Nostalgia  Night.  Today/  at  age  87, 
this  recipient  of  a  letter  in  sports  still  plays 
golf  at  least  three  times  a  week  and  is  at  the 
top  of  her  bowling  league.  Given  her  love  of 
sports,  it  seemed  only  natural  to  name  the 
field  in  her  honor.  After  the  naming  cer- 
emony later  this  fall,  the  electronic  score 
board  on  the  field  will  proudly  carry  a  sign 
saying,  "Taylor  Field,  in  Honor  of  Dorothy 
Hagadorn  Taylor  '25."
